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FIRST  VISIT  BY  MRS.  GOLDA  MEIR 

RECEPTION  HONOURING  ISRAEL’S  FOREIGN 
MINISTER  TO  BE  HELD  FRIDAY,  DEC.  14 


Mrs.  Golda  Meir,  Israel’s  Minister 
for  Foreign  Affairs  will  make  her 
initial  visit  to  Ottawa  on  Friday,  Decem- 
ber 14.  Mrs.  Meir’s  coming  to  Ottawa 
at  this  time  is  primarily  for  the  purpose 
of  conferring  with  the  Prime  Minister 
and  high  government  officials. 

Members  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Com- 
munity will,  however,  have  an  opportun- 
ity to  meet  and  hear  Mrs.  Meir  at  an 
informal  reception  tendered  in  her 
honour  by  the  Jewish  Community  Coun- 
cil of  Ottawa  and  the  United  Zionist 
Council  of  Ottawa.  The  reception  is  to 
be  held  on  Friday  evening,  December  14 
beginning  at  8:45  p.m.,  in  the  Main 
Auditorium  of  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre. 

Invitations  have  been  extended  to 
the  entire  Jewish  community  and  it  is 
expected  that  a capacity  audience  will 
greet  the  disinguished  visitor. 

Mrs.  Meir  ranks  among  the  most 
outstanding  statesmen  and  public  ad- 
ministrators in  Israel.  She  has  served 
the  Government  of  Israel  in  varied 
capacities  as  diplomatic  envoy,  Minister 
of  Labor,  acting  Minister  for  Foreign 
Affairs  and  Chairman  of  the  Israel 
Delegation  to  the  United  Nations. 

Born  Golda  Mabovitz  in  Kiev,  the 
Ukraine,  on  May  3,  1898,  she  emigrat- 
ed with  her  family  to  the  United  States 
at  the  age  of  eight,  settling  in  Milwau- 
kee. Following  her  graduation  from  the 
Teachers’  Training  College,  she  was 
for  several  years  a teacher  in  the  schools 
of  the  National  Arbeiter  Farband,  and 
a member  of  a commission  of  the  Joint 
Distribution  Committee  for  aiding  East 
European  Jews  after  the  end  of  World 
War  I. 

In  1921  the  Myerson  family  left  the 
United  States  to  settle  in  Palestine.  For 
three  years  Mrs.  Meir  engaged  in  farm- 
ing as  a member  of  a kibbutz  in  the 
Emek.  In  1924  she  became  treasurer  of 
the  Office  of  Public  Works  at  Tel 
Aviv,  which  later  developed  into  Solel 
Boneh,  the  construction  company  of  the 
Histadrut. 


In  1928  Mrs.  Meir  was  called  by  the 
Histadrut  to  become  Secretary  of  the 
Moetzet  Hapoalot  (Women’s  Labor 
Council)  and  its  representative  on  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Histadrut. 
Her  association  with  the  Women’s  Labor 
Council  continued  for  the  next  20  years, 
during  which  she  was  its  representative 
at  a number  of  international  confer- 
ences. 

The  election  of  Mrs.  Meir  in  1929  as 
a delegate  of  the  Ahdut  Haavoda  party 
(one  of  the  two  labor  groups  which  in 
1930  formed  the  Mapai  party)  to  the 
World  Zionist  Congress  marked  the 
beginning  of  her  activity  in  the  World 
Zionist  movement.  She  was  a delegate 
of  Mapai  (the  Israel  Labor  Party)  at 
most  of  the  subsequent  Congresses  and 
went  on  numerous  missions  to  Europe 
and  America  on  behalf  of  the  Jewish 
Agency  and  the  World  Zionist  Organi- 
zation. She  was  also  a member  of  the 
Executive  of  the  Vaad  Leumi  (National 
Council ) , the  highest  organ  of  Jewish 
self-government  in  Palestine  during  the 
British  Mandatory  period. 

During  World  War  II,  Mrs.  Meir 
was  a member  of  the  War  Economic 


Advisory  Council  of  the  Mandatory 
Government  in  Palestine.  In  1940  she 
was  designated  head  of  the  Political 
(Foreign  Relations)  Department  of  the 
Histadrut.  Following  the  detention  by 
the  British  Mandatory  Government  in 
Palestine  of  most  of  the  members  of  the 
Jewish  Agency  for  Palestine  on  June 
29,  1946,  she  became  acting  head  of 
the  Political  Department  of  the  Jewish 
Agency  in  Jerusalem,  substituting  for 
Mr.  Moshe  Sharett  (then  Shertok),  and 
held  this  position  until  the  re-establish- 
ment of  Israel  on  May  4,  1948.  It  was 
in  this  capacity  that  she  testified  before 
the  United  Nations  Special  Commission 
on  Palestine  which  finally  recommended 
the  establishment  of  a Jewish  State  in 
Palestine. 

Mrs.  Meir  was  among  the  signers  of 
Israel’s  Declaration  of  Independence 
and  a member  of  the  Provisional  Council 
of  State,  the  first  legislature  of  Israel. 
In  September  1948,  she  went  to  Mos- 
cow as  Israel’s  first  Minister  Pleni- 
potentiary to  the  Soviet  Union.  In 
January  1949  she  was  elected,  during 
her  absence,  to  the  First  Knesset  (Par- 
liament) on  the  Mapai  list,  and  joined 
the  Cabinet  as  Minister  of  Labor  and 
Social  Insurance,  a position  she  held  in 
subsequent  governments  until  her  ap- 
pointment as  Minister  for  Foreign  Af- 
fairs in  June  1956. 

As  Minister  of  Labor  she  played  a 
major  role  in  the  great  work  of 
integrating  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
new  immigrants  into  the  economic 
structure  of  the  country. 

In  March  1953  Mrs.  Meir  assumed 
the  chairmanship  of  the  Israel  Delega- 
tion to  the  United  Nations  General  As- 
sembly. Since  the  re-establishment  of 
the  State  she  has  made  a number  of 
visits  on  behalf  of  Israel  causes  to  the 
United  States.  In  June  1956,  following 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  Sharett,  Mrs. 
Meir  was  appointed  Minister  for 
Foreign  Affairs. 

Mrs.  Meir  has  a daughter,  a mem- 
ber of  Kibbutz  Revivim  in  the  Negev, 
and  a son  who  is  a professional  cellist.

Once  this  is  accomplished,  we  can  safely  concentrate 
on  the  important  job  of  providing  new  Talmud  Torah  buildings  for  the 
Central  and  West  End  Branches  and  finishing  the  gymnasium  project. 

The  Board  deeply  appreciates  the  warmth  of  your  response  to  previous 
letters  and  trusts  that  you  will  maintain  that  spirit  of  co-operation  by  re- 
mitting the  unpaid  balance  of  your  pledge  by  return  mail. 

I would  also  like  to  point  out  that  the  contributor’s  tablet  in  the  Main 
Lobby  will  be  brought  up  to  date  very  shortly.  It  will  then  show  the 
combined  contribution  to  the  Building  Fund  for  the  three  compaigns 
and  I know  you  will  wish  to  have  your  name  included  as  a paid-up  and 
active  supporter  of  the  project.
